POISON IN CANNED BEEF 


Discovery of German Plots in England 
Results In Warning to Ship Captain».

have been warned to examine closely 
all cans consigned abroad for ovidenco 
of Incendiary and cjilorlno gas bombs. 
Plots by Gorman agents to destroy 
vessels, said to havo been dls^overi^d 
in England, are responsible for the 
warning. 
It Is known that German 
agents are operiHlng In this counferj’^, 
and If their jilots abroad Irhclude the 
placing of bombs and chlorine gas on 
steamships, government ofilcIaLs 
be­ 
lieve the same scheme would be tried 
here. 
Bombs are said to Iiave been placed 
aboard steamships In English port» lu 
cans bearing the label of corned beef. 
Cans containing poisoned corn beei 
were also discovered. 
The brand of corn beef among which 
the bombs were found will be b irred 
from aJl American and allied ships 
hereafter. 
The can.s which contained the bomba 
were about ten Inches high and six 
Inches square, and made of tin so th n 
that they were easily bent when the 
contents w^ere removed.

Germany's Position Less Favorable Than One Year Ago or Two 


Years Ago—In Principal Theater of War, the West, cast 


and Italian Fronts, tbe Entente Allies Have Shown 


Decided Superiority.

New York.—Germany's situation-at 


the end of three years of war appears 
Jess favorable than It did either one 
fear/ago or two years ago. 


She has to her credit in the last 


twelvemonth the crushing ot ill-pre- 
pared Roumanla and the conquest of 
two-thirds of that nation's territory. 


But In the principal theater of war, 


the west, east and Italian fronts, the 
entente allies have shown, on the 
whole, a decided superiority to the 
central powers. 


In the materials of war the nations 


fighting for democracy clearly have an 
Increasing advantage over the kaiser's 
legions. 
They have dealt the enemy 


blow after blow which'have told heav- 
ily In lives, If not in territory. 


Germany More Desperate. 


Germany's plight is rendered more 


desperate than it wan on August 1. 
1916, by the accession of the United 
States and several minor peoples to 
the ranks of her enemies. Almost the 
whole world is now lined up against 
that nation.

"SKY LINE" LOGGING LATEST 


Modern 
Methods of Western Camps 


Said to Be Cheaper and More Effi- 


cient Than the Old Ways. 


In the loosing camps of Oregon and 


Washington a "skyline" method of log- 
ging is proving mnch cheaper and more 
efficient than the .former method of 
dragging out logs from the forest by 
a donkey engine and cables operating 
on the ground, says Popular Mechan- 
ics Magazine. The sky-line plan is to 
run a cable through blocks or pulleys 
suspended at a "great height on giant 
trees, so as to form a sort of trolley 
line by which the logs are hoisted Into 
the air and then hauled over the tops 
of ordinary trees and other obstruc- 
tions to the rollway, where they are 
loaded aboard freight cars for ship- 
ment. 
- 


The donkey engine which operates 


the skyline has five drums, Including 
two for main lines and two for trip 
lines. 
The top cable, from which the 


log is suspended, is one of the main 
lines, while the other is used to haul 
the log. 
In operation the top cable 


Is lowered with its block, or trolley, 
directly over the log to be picked up; 
it Is then pulled taut, raising the log 
•with it by means of a "choker," or 
steel tongs. 
In the air a log can, of 


course, be moved much faster than on 
the ground. 


A Philadelphia Idea.

all. She lacks many tilings to face the 
rigors of a cold campaign—not only 
shells arid guns, but wool for warm 
clothing and sufficient coal to run her 
rapidly deteriorating railroads and 
her factories and keep those art homo 
comfortably warm, not, to speak of the 
famine in the food fats so necessary 
to those facing zero weather. 


Looking buck on the long truce of 


the spring on the eastern front, it is 
hard to realize that the Itussians just 
one year ago were in the midst of a 


. splendid 
offensive 
much like that 


which has surprised tlie world in the 
present month. In the 1916 drive Brus- 
siloff pushed far within Buttowina and 
Galicia and crossed the borders of 
Hungary. 1-Ie took about 350,000 pris- 
oners, mostly Austrians, and forced the 
enemy to concentrate musses of reliav 
ble German troops, aided by a few 
Turks, to check him. 


Tlie real reason his drive came to a 


halt, however, we know now was luck 
of ammunition, failure of transport, 
treason within tlie czar's armies and 
wretched 
bureaucratic 
inollicioucy. 


These handicaps seem to have been re- 
moved from Uie courageous Musco- 
vites, perhaps for all time. 


Unfortunate Roumania. 


Kouniuuia. declared war on tho Teu- 


tonic powers August 27 and immedi- 
ately invaded Transylvania, where the 
weak Austrian guards were easily 
pushed iiack and the important cities 
of Henuannstadt und Kronstadt were 
soon iu the invaders' hands. 


Tlie kaiser sent Von l-'alkenliayn, a 


splendid strategist just displaced by 
Von Hindenburg, as chief of the great 
general staff, to command on this 
front, while Von Mackensen headed 
the Germans, Bulgarians and Turks, 
who threw themselves on Itoumania 
from the south. 


The Roumanians proved no match 


for the combination of foes. 
Skillful 


work by German spies, or the treach- 
ery of certain members of their own 
army, put the Roumanians' plans of 
campaign in the Teutons' hands, it is 
now divulged. Bucharest fell Decem- 
ber 6, and ten days later all Walachia 
was lost. 
On December IS Russian 


troops took over the whole Roumanian 
front, and a few weeks later tlie Teu- 
ton advance was checked along the 
line of the Sereth and Danube rivers. 


Somme Battle Continues. 


In the west, however, Germany was 


facing a far different problem from 
the poorly outfitted and trained Rou- 
manian peasants. When the third year 
of the war opened the battle of the 
Somme was still going on vigorously, 
with the French and British showing a 
constantly growing superiority over the 
foe. 
Bit by bit through the summer 


and autumn the ground was wrenched 
from the kaiser's men until the coming 
of -winter smothered the offensive "in 
mud and blood," and, according to the 
British commander, Sir Douglas Haig, 
saved his opponents from an immedi- 
ate great enforced retirement. 
s, 


On September .22 it was announced 


that the French and British had taken 
55,800 prisoners in the Somme battle 
between July 1 and September IS. This 
total was later considerably increased. 


French Win at Verdun. 


At Verdun, too, the Germans suf- 


fered. 
The French In battles of the 


fall and winter won back most of the 
ground lost in the offensive of the 
spring of 1916 and captured'more than 
15,000 prisoners, with slight losses 
themselves. 


The spring campaign In the west 


opened this war with the Germans 
falling back from the great salient 
spearpoint directed at Paris—confess- 
ing thereby either their weakness or 
their aversion to a further offensive, al- 
though at the time German writers 
hinted darkly that Yon Hindenburg 
"had 
something up his sleeve." 


The "strategic retirement" began 


about March 17, and the Teutons tri- 
umphantly declared it would prevent 
an allied offensive thlg year. But they 
spoke too soon. 


On April 0 the British stormed high 


Vimy Ridge, taking on this and suc- 
ceeding days about 12,000 prisoners. 
The other enemy stronghold along the 
BrIOPb line w*» Mettlnci Ridge, south, 


of Ypres. This the British blew up by 
mines June 7, the noise being heard In 
London. They captured fi.OOO prison- 
ers the first day of the offensive and 
many others later. 


French Gain Hills. 


Below the sector of the German re- 


tirement the French were equally suc- 
cessful. 
On April 10 they started a 


great offensive which resulted iu the 
dominating "Ladies' road" falling into 
their hands, besides important posi- 
tions in Champagne. Their prisoners 
the first two days totalled 17,000. On 
May 6. along the Aisne, they took 6,100 
captives and gained points from which 
they looked down on tlie foe, as the 
British did further north. 


It should be noted here, however, 


that the French losses were severe, 
resulting in the replacement of Nivelle 
as commander in chief by 1'otain. 


The last twelvemonth in the Italian 


campaign' has witnessed a scries of 
costly reverses for the Austrians. but 
the Italians have boon prevented from 
following up their successes by the 
very dillicult terrain, the beaten Teu- 
tons falling back after each defeat to 
new mountain positions most difficult 
to attack. 


Italians Take Gorizia. 


On August 8, 101G. the Italians 


stormed the stubbornly defended Go- 
rizia bridgehead, on the Isonzo river, 
taking about 10.000 prisoners, and 
they followed this success the next 
day by seizing the city of Gorizia and 
increasing the number of their cap- 


The Italians launched a new offen- 


sive the first days of November and 
on November 5 they announced that 
their prisoners since the fall of Go- 
rizia totaled 40.P.G.'). 


Winter then stifled operations until 


Slay 15. when the Italians returned 
to the attack in the Carso, aiming at 
Trieste. On Slay IS the haul of Aus- 
trian prisoners was announced to be 
GVI.'Jl'.. The offensive was renewed May 
25, ! 1,000 prisoners being taken the 
first day. 
On May 20 Italy staled she 


had 
taken 
22,414 
prisoners since 


May 14. 


The last operations left the Italians 


in an unfavorable terrain and the Aus- 
trians counter-attacked 
successfully, 


inllictiug important losses, but 
not 


driving back the invaders to any great 
extent. 'The Italians apparently set- 
tled down to organize the conquered 
soil in preparation for a new blow. 


In the Balkans. 


In the Kalkans the deadlock con- 


tinues, but what changes there have 
been have favored the allies. At the 
west end of the lines the gallant Ser- 
bians last winter fought 
their 
wav 


back on their own soil, und with the 
help of other troops took Monastlr. 
King Constnntlne of Greece gave np 
the forts of Kavaln to the Bulgarians 
and the Germans took about 20.000 
Greek soldiers to Silesia as "guests." 
For this and other acts favoring tho 
Germans he lost his throne. 
Greece 


Is now building up a new army of 
400,000 men, which will probably soon 
be fighting for the cause of democracy 
under the leadership of the great pa- 
triot, Venizelos. 


The Italians have Increased their 


lorces In Albania and built excellent 
communications through the moun- 
tains, forming a Junction with Sarrall's 
left and securing this end of the Bal- 
kan line. 


When the marshes froze there was

Then the Russians, having put thc-lr 
house in order, set out to show the 
kaiser that free men can fight better 
than slaves.

points, the prisoners by July 11 num- 
bering 42,000. The greatest advance 
was near Stanislaus, from which city 
Korniloff's men advanced

series of rivers, capturing Halicz and 
Kalucz and sabering and bayoneting 
the beaten Austrians. 


Russian Drive Pleases. 


The unexpected "come back" over- 


joyed the allies and tilled the Russians 
at home with martial enthusiasm. 


The Turks suffered severe defeats 


In the course of the year ;\t several 
points. 
The British splendidly re- 


trieved their reputation in Mesopo- 
tamia by recapturing Kut-el-Amara. 
On March 11 they took Bagdad. They 
continued several scores of miles fur- 
ther on and also formed a junction 
with the Russians northeast of Bag- 
dad. 


Farther north the Russians held on 


to their more important gains — tho 
great cities of Erzerum and Trcbizond, 
but abandoned Mush, Armenia, and a 
large city but thinly settled region to 
the foe.

Germany’s Position Less Favorable Than One Year Ago or Two 
Years Ago— In Principal Tlieater of War, the West, East 
and Italian Fronts, the Entente Allies Have Shown 
Decided Superiority.

New York.—Germany’s situation at 
Ibe end of three years of war appears 
less favorable than It did either one 
year^ago or two years ago. 
She has to her credit lU tho last 
twelvemonth the crushing of ill-pre­ 
pared Roumanla and the conquest of 
two-thirds of that nation’s territory. 
But In the principal theater of war, 
tho west, east and Italian fronts, the 
entente allies have shown, on tho 
whole, a decided superiority to the 
central power.s. 
In the materials of war the nations 
lighting for democracy clearly have an 
increasing advantage over the kaiser’s 
legions. 
They have dealt tho enemy ) 
blow after blow which have told heav­ 
ily in lives, If not in territory. 
Germany More Desperate, 
Germany's plight is rendenul more 
desperate than it wa« on August 1, 
lOlG, by the acce.ssion of tho Unlled 
States and several minor pe(»ples to 
the ra;iks of her enemies. Almost the 
whole world is now lined up against 
Chat nation. 
Every 
belligerent 
dreads another 
winter of war, but Germany most of 
all. She lacks many things to face the 
rigors of a cold campaign—not only 
shells and guns, but wool for warm 
clothing and suilicient coal to run her 
rapidly 
deteriorating railroads 
and 
her factories and keep those at home 
comfoi'tahly warm, not^to speak of the 
famine in the food fats so necessary 
to those facing zero weather.

^‘SKY L IN E ” LOGGING L A T E S T 


Modern Methods of Western Camps 
Said to Be Cheaper and More Effi­ 
cient Than the Old Ways, 


In the logging camps of Oregon and 
Washington a “skyline” method of log­ 
ging is proving much cheaper and more 
efllcient than the former method of 
dragging out logs from the forest by^ 
a donkey engine and cables operating 
on the ground, says Popular Mechan­ 
ics Magazine, 
The sky-line plan Is to 
run a cable through blocks or pulleys 
suspended at a ’groat height on giant 
trees, so as to form a sort of trolley 
line by which the logs are hoisted Into 
the air and then hauled over the tops 
of ordinary trees and other obstruc­ 
tions to the rolhvay, where they are 
loaded aboard freight cars for ship­ 
ment. 
The donkey engine which operates 
the skyline has five drums, including 
two for main lines and two for trip 
lines. 
The top cable, from which the 
log is suspended, is one of the main 
lines, while the other Is used to haul 
the log. 
In operation the top cable 
Is lowered with its block, or trolley, 
directly over the log to be picked up; 
it is then pulled taut, raising the log 
with it by means of a “choker,” or 
steel longs. 
In the air a log can, of 
course, be moved much faster than on 
the ground. 


A Philadelphia Idea. 
Music and cleaning the parlor Imve 
never been very closely associated.

Kounjunia declared ^var on the Teu­ 
tonic powers August 21 and immedi­ 
ately invaded Transylvania, where the 
weak Austrian guards were easily 
pushed Viick and the important cities 
of Hermannstadt and Kronstadt were 
soon in the invaders’ hands. 
The kaiser sent Von Falkenhayn, a 
splendid strategist just displaced by 
Von Hindenburg, as chief of the great 
general staff, to command on this 
front, while Von Mackensen headed 
the Gennans, Bulgarians and Turks, 
who threw themselves on Itounninia 
from the south. 
The Itoumanians proved no inatch 
for the combination of foes. 
Skillful 
work by German spies, or the treach­ 
ery of certain i/ienjbers of their own 
arniy, put the Roumanians* plans of 
campaign in the Teutons’ hands, it is 
now divulged. 
Bucharest fell Decem­ 
ber C, anj^l ten days later all Walachia 
was lost. 
On December IS Kusslan 
troops took over the whole Itoumanlan 
front, and a few weeks later the Teu­ 
ton advance was checked along the 
line of the Sereth and Danube rivers. 
Somme Battle Continues, 
In the west, however, GerniaJiy was 
facing a far different problem from 
the poorly outfitted and trained Kou- 
manlan íjeasants. Wheji the third year 
of the war opened the battle of the 
Somme was still going on vigorously, 
with the Ki’ench and Bjltlsh showing a 
constnutly gro^ying superiority over the 
foe. 
Bit by bit through the summer 
tind autumn the ground was wrenelied 
from till* kaiser’s men until the coming 
of -winter smothered the offensive “in 
mud and blood,” and, according to the 
British commander, Sir Douglas Haig, 
saved his opponents from an Immedi 


of Ypres. This the British blew up by 
mines June 7, the noise being heard in 
London, 
They captured 5,0(K) prison­ 
ers the first day of the ofi'ensive and 
many others later. 
French Gain Hills, 
Below the sector of the German re­ 
tirement the Freneli were equally suc­ 
cessful. 
On April 10 they started a 
great offensive which resulted in thb 
dominating “Ladles’ road” falling into 
their hands besides Important posi­ 
tions in Champagne. 
I'heir prisoners 
the first two days totalled 17,000. 
On 
'Mwy G, along the Aisne, they took G,100 
captives and gained points from which 
they looked down on the foe, as the 
British did farther north. 
It should be noted hero, however, 
that the French losses were severe, 
resulting in the replacement ot Nivelle 
as conuuander in chief by Petain. 
The last twelvemonth in the Italian 
(*ami)aign has witnessi'd a series of 
costly reverses for the Austrlans, hut 
tlu' Italians have been prevented from 
following up their suivesses by the 
very dill!» ult terrain, the beaten Teu­ 
tons falling back after each defeat to 
now mountain positions most difliculi 
to attack. 
Italians Take Gorizia, 
On August 8, 
191G, 
the Italians 
stormed the stubbornly defended Go­ 
rizia bridgehead, on the Isonzo river, 
taking about 10,000 prisoners, and 
they followed this .success the next 
day by seizing the city of Gorlzla and 
increasing the number of their cap­ 
tives. 
The Italians launched a new offen­ 
sive the first days of Novemlxn* and 
on November 5 they announced that 
their prisoners since the fall of Go­ 
rizia totaU'd 40,305. 
Winter then stilled operations until 
May 15, when the Italians returned 
to the attack in the Carso, aiming at 
Trieste. 
On I\Iay IS the haul of Aus- 
trinn prisoners was announced to be 
G,‘i32.. The ofi'ensive was renewed May 
25, i),nuO prisoners being takeii the 
first day. On May 2G Italy stated she 
had 
taken 
22,414 
prisoners

On September >22 It was announced 
that till* French and Brili.sh had taken 
55,800 prisoners in the Somme battle 
between July 1 and Septenibtir 18. This 
total was later considerably increased, 
French Win at Verdun. 
At Verdun, too, the Germans suf­ 
fered. 
The French in battles of the 
fall and winter won back most of the 
ground lost in the offensive of the 
spring of 191G and captured'more than 
15,000 prisoners, with slight losses 
themselves. 
The spring campaign in the west 
opened this war with the Germans 
falling back from tlie great salient 
spearpoint directed at Pails—confess­ 
ing thereby either their weakness or 
their aversion to a further offensive, al­ 
though at the time German writers 
Jilnted darkly that Von Hindenburg 
“had something up his sleeve,’^ 
The “strategic retirement” 
began 
about March 17, and the Teutons tri­ 
umphantly declared it would jjrevent 
an allied offensive this year. But they 
spoke ioo soon. 
On April 9 the British stonned high 
Vimy Kidge, taking on this and suc­ 
ceeding days about 12,üUU prisoners. 
The other enemy stronghold along tiie 


Tho unexiiected ’’come back” over­ 
joyed the allies and filled the Russians 
at homo with martial enthusiasm. 
The Turks snfiVred severe defeats 
In the course of tho year at several 
points. 
The British .splendidly re­ 
trieved their reputation In Mesopo­ 
tamia by recapturing Kut-el-Amara, 
On March 11 th(\v took Bagdad. They 
continued several scores of miles fur­ 
ther on and also formed a junction 
with the Russians northeast of Bag­ 
dad. 
Farther north the Russians held on 
to their more important gains—tho 
great cities of Rrzerum and Treblzond, 
but abandoned Mush, Armenia, and a 
large city but thinly settled region to 
the foe. 
Near Jerusalem, 
Gloving out from the Suez canal 
the British Inflicted a severe defeat 
on the Turks near Ronmni and th(»n 
fought 
their 
way 
into 
Palestine, 
building a new railroad as they went, 
A further slight advance would bring 
them before Jerusalem. 
The Turks 
apparently are preparing to abandon 
th(* Holy City. 
They have also re­ 
moved the .lews from the seaport of 
Jaffa, treating them so cruelly that 
hundreds have died. 
In Gernmny’s sole remaining colony. 
East Africa, converging colunms of 
British, Portuguese and French are 
closing in on the renmants of the de­ 
fending army and the kaiser’s over­ 
seas domination.s seem near eclipse. 
All military observers ex^iect the 
war will continue through the next 
winter and th(» new campaigns are 
awaited with special interest because 
American troops will have a chance 
to show their mettle on the west front.

Coconut Soup.— 


Put two quarts of 


good white stock into a saucepan, add 
a half teaspoonful of salt, one blade 
of mace, two bay leaves and half a 
cupful of finely chopped coconut; slm« 
mer gently for one and a half hours, 
then strain and reheat, adding six ta- 
blespoonfuls of rice flour mixed with a 
little of the cooled stock, add two cujp- 
fuls of thin cream and serve hot. 


A half cupful of grated coconut add- 


ed to a cream pie or to a simple cus- 
tard, either cup custard or a pie, 
makes a pleasing change. 


Coconut Croquettes.—-Put a quart of 


milk in a double boiler, stir in a cup- 
ful of farina, a teaspoonful of salt, 
and cook, stirring until thick and well 
cooked. Add a cupful of chopped co- 
conut, one teaspoonful of butter, three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and a half 
teaspoonful of almond extract. 
Re- 


move from the fire and let stand over 
hot water 15 minutes. 
Pour into a 


buttered pan-to mold. 
When chilled 


cut in slices, roll in plenty of fine 
bread crumbs and fry In hot fat. Drain 
and serve with a sweet sauce. 


Coconut Souffle.—Beat four eggs un- 


til light, add six tablespoonfuls of 
flour, a teaspoonful of baking powder, 
six table spoonfuls of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of orange extract, one cup- 
ful of finely chopped coconut and two 
cupfuls of milk.

C^hoose large, green chilis and blister 
them in the oven until they peel eas­ 
ily. Cut open, remove tho sf^eds and 
veins and wrap it around a piece of 
sti'ong cheese.

lard or better, olive oil. Prepare a 
sauce of browned butter, ilour and a 
flavor of garlic to pour over Uie pep­ 
pers when ready to serve. 
Chili Con Came.— 
dozen fresh 
chilies or the dry ones soaked; pre­ 
pare as usual, put through a grinder. 
Cut in pieces a pound of beef or pork, 
brown in hot fat, then add a clovo oJ 
garlic, an onion, cut fine, then add a 
tablospoonful of flour and the chili 
Simmer ten minutes; add more water 
If necessary and serve. 


THE DELICIOUS RAISIN. 


In days of old tho popular sxipersti- 
tion in regard to x*aisins was that if 
eaten raw they caused 
fits in children. This idea 
still clings to many, as 
you occasionally read an 
article which .<?ays not to 
feed raisins to children 
Small children should 
not 
eat 
any 
tough 
skinned fruit as they do 
not masticate it and it 
^ might 
cause 
digestive 
disturbances, but after tho child has 
teeth and Is taught to use them prop­ 
erly there can be no reason that a few 
raisins now and then should not he 
a benefit. 
Raisins have a decided medicinal 
value, as they have a laxative effect, 
but for those who have trouble in 
digesting them they are best steamed 
or cooked in bread, when the skin is 
softened and made easier of mastica­ 
tion. 
The English people should teach us 
the proper value of the raisin as they 
eat six pounds per capita while 'sve 
eat one. 
Raisin Sandwiches,—Chop fine one 
cupful of raisins with a cupful of nuts, 
pecans or walnuts, mix with whipped 
cream, a dash of salt and spread on 
thin slices of buttered bread. Prepare 
only a short while before serving and 
the raisins are better and more di­ 
gestible if steamed before using. 
Raisins with bread and butter make 
l.ho finest kind of a lunch when trav­ 
eling, and are always ready to take. 
A delicious little cake to servo with 
tea in the afternoon is the marguarito. 
Take small round wafers and heap nn 
them the whipped white of an egg. 
with two tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar, a tablespoonful of chopped nuts 
and two of chopped raisins steamed 
Put into the oven and bake until well 
puffed up and brov;n. 
Raisin pie is so delicious we should 
nerve it often and it is not more ex­ 
pensive than many ordinary pie fill­ 
ings. Sllr together a cupful of water, 
a tablespoonful of cornstarch and a 
cupful of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, add the grated rind of a lemon, 
the Juice, and a cupful of chopped 
raisins.

IN PRIMITIVE RUSSIA 


RiQION WHICH CIVILIZATION HAS 
NOT REACHED. 


Inhabited by Nomadic Race, Who Llvt 
Their Forefathers Lived Through­ 
out the Centuries— Have 
Mcny Peculiar Cuitomt, 


interest is still kept up in Great 
Britain In other tilings besides tho 
war. 
Tho other day, for instanco, a 
Mr. P. A, Holiday, a traveler, gave 
an address before liio Socioty of Arts 
in London on th6 Uralak, a province 
in Asian mid-Russia, northeast of the 
Caspian sea. 
Valuable oil fields exist hero, and 
also deposits of sulphur and other 
minerals useful in peace and war. 
Mr, Holiday said that tho land was 
very fiat, and there was almost an 
absence of trees, which caused tlie 
fuel problem to bo somewhat acuto. 
The advent of wostom civilization fur­ 
nished tho inhabitants with a certain 
amount of firewood in tho shape of tel­ 
egraph poles and stakes used to mark 
out claims. 
The Cossacks, had, however, taught 
them to respect the former, though 
not in some cases tho latter, 
Tno 
original inhabitants were tho Kirghiz, 
an essentially nomadic 
race, 
who 
lived in dome-shaped tents made of a 
light wooden framo covered with 
camel skins. 
Tho tents had no furniture, but 
sometimes beautiful oriental rugs or 
carpets w^ere placed on tho floor, a 
space being left on which a firo was 
made. 
When the Kirghiz used tho tele­ 
graph poles as firewood, tliey did not 
lake tho whole polo away, but eacu 
man chipped off a piece until at last 
tho whole polo gave way. 
A prince was a man with 100 or 
200 sheep, and a princo in winter 
generally lived in a houso built of 
bricks made out of the sand and 
baked in the sun, 
The houses 
were 
sunk 
in 
the 
ground for warmth in tho winter. 
They had window frames and doors, 
but the firewood question was so acuto 
that when the people went on trek 
in the summer they took tho window 
frames and doors out and packed them 
on tho backs of camels for fear the 
people who did not trek would steal 
them. 
Tho Ural river was a great source 
of %vealth to tho Cossacks, for it was 
well stocked with fish. 
At one time 
a barge crossed the river, but the 
Cossacks would not allow it to cross 
after dark, as they said tliat tho fish 
wanted to sleep as well as anybody 
else. 
The outbreak of war put a great 
cneck on the developments of the 
Uraisk and of other oil fields. 
A 
great deal of prospecting and pre­ 
liminary work was necessarily stopped, 
and companies which were already 
well established met with fresh dilli-' 
culties. 
In some places “gas holes,*" around 
which there was often a deposit of 
sulphur, wore met with. 
Some of 
these spots v/ere venerated by tho 
Kirghiz, who prayed round them and 
tl^en erected little sticks, to which 
they tied littlo pieces of cloth, as was 
the manner of simple peoples. 
On one occasion his driver stopped 
and prayed by one of these “gas 
holes,*" and throw a few kopeks on 
tho ground, which, he said, were for 
the religious authorities when they 
came along. 
Asked if there was not 
danger of someone stealing them, the 
driver replied that if he prayed for 
relief from sickness and trouble, and 
then someone stole the money, tho 
thief would get tho trouble and sick­ 
ness, so there was no danger. 


To Improve Cattle in Bengal, 
The dccadenco of cattle in the prov­ 
ince of Bengal forms tho subject of 
an 
interesting monograph recently 
published by tho director of agricul­ 
ture for the province. 
The cause of 
their decadence he attributes partly 
to climatic conditions, partly to the 
lack of grazing grounds, and largely 
to the heedless breeding policy of the 
Bengal cattlo owner. 
His chief rec­ 
ommendations are the provision of 
good bulls and the establishment of 
superior 
milk-yielding 
cows, 
draft 
bullocks and bulls. 
The report is il­ 
lustrated by a most interesting collec­ 
tion of photographs descriptivo of the 
various species of cattle ranging from 
the Himalayas to the Bay of Bengal—

Coconut Soup.— 
Put two quarts of 
good white stock into a saucepan, add 
a half teaspoonful of salt, one blado 
of mace, two bay leaves and half a 
cupful of finely chopped coconut; sIm»* 
mer gently for one and a half hours, 
then strain and reheat, adding six ta­ 
blespoonfuls of rice flour mixed with a. 
little of the cooled stock, add two cup­ 
fuls of thin cream and serve hot. 
A half cupful of grated coconut add­ 
ed to a cream pie or to a simple pus- 
tard, either cup custard or ,a pie, 
makes a pleasing change. 
Coconut Croquettes.—Put a quart of 
milk in a double boiler, stir In a cup­ 
ful of farina, a teaspoonful of salt, 
and cook, stirring until thick and well 
cooked. Add a cupful of chopped co­ 
conut, one teaspoonful of butter, threo 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and a half 
teaspoonful of almond extract.

plaint against him. 
Blind Man Claims Honor. 
From the testimony of the witnesses 
examined before the district attorm\v, 
the story of the witchery 
centers 
around a blind man, his fifteen-yeai'-old 
daughter and her grandmother. 
For 
several months the blind man has been 
announcing himself as a witch, and has 
claimed responsibility for practically 
all the deaths that have occurred In 
the village of Killisnoo for the past 
five years. 
According to the story of the little 
native girl, Mary Moses, or Klan-tosh, 
as her Indian name is, the first time 
she knew^ that her father w^as a witch 
was one night a “long time ago” wiien 
she w^as awakened in her sleep and felt 
cold. She called her father and asked 
him for more covers, wiiich he brought, 
and wiiile covering her over, she says,

It Is safe to con­ 
clude that Western Canadian farm­ 
ers. already free of debt, as a re­ 
sult of the splendid crops and prevail­ 
ing high prices, expect from this sea­ 
son's returns to be in a position that 
will place them away beyond any fear 
of the future. 
The acrenge of Western Canada will 
be about the same as last year. Seed­ 
ing was somewhat later than last 
yenr, hut germination w’as quicker, Th<^ 
only possible drawback now' would 
seem to be a scarcity of harvest hands, 
but it is felt by the authorities that the 
situation will be pretty well cared for 
by that time. 
Land values are Increasing, but there 
is room for a much greater In creas** 
than In the pash owing to the return^ 
that farmed hind will give when com 
pared with Its cost. In some districts 
land that could have been bought five 
years ago for ?15 an acre Is changing 
hands at $(50 an acre, the seller satis­ 
fied that he is giving the purchaser 
good value for his money.

and fifty dollars per acre, over and 
above « ost of produ'Mion. These case», 
will Ie not general, w^ere not excep­ 
tional. 
In addition to the lands that are 
offered for sale by railway companies, 
land companies and private individ­ 
uals. 
the homesteading areas offer 
-great Inducements for those wiio aro 
willing to do a little pioneering for a 
year or two. By that time settlements 
would come into exlstenco, and this 
means a condition similar to that en­ 
joyed by many of the older settlements 
of today—schools, (iiurelies, railw^ays. 
The land 
Is of high-class quality, 
strong and vigorous, easily w’orked, 
and capable of producing the very best 
of crops. 
The demand for all grains for somo 
years will be great, and it will require 
all the resources of man. beast and 
soil to meet it.
